Those Republican Senators who offer so many 
arguments against the creation of an American 
merchant marine remind us strongly of that type 
of lawyer who always knows 57 perfectly sound 
reasons why the people can't constitutionally do 
ahything they need and wish to do.

GAMBLING WITH HUNGER. 

Boston Traveler: The public is in hearty ac 
cord with the women of the National Housewives’ 
League who are said to be stirring President Wil- 
son to make, through the machinery of the Fed- 
eral Government, a close inquiry into the causes 
of the preseut rise in the price of wheat. With al 
tne hunger and want there is in the world at the 
present moment, and with the legitimate demands 
that are being made on the world’s purse, anyone 
who corners the wheat market will be deemed 
more criminal than clever. Men who would get 
rich by putting a cent or more on the price of 
each loaf of bread should be persuaded by any 
nieans, however drastic, to forego their purpose. 
Tne past sefson’s bumper crop of wheat should be 
so conserved that there will be bread for all at a 
fairly normal price. Leastwise the price of food 
so keenly needed at home and abroad must not be 
put up artificially in order that unscrupulous mar- 
ket gamblers may pocket some extra millions. 


NEW YORR’S “STAFF OF LIFE.” 
—— York World: Some of the reasons urged 
the Wholesale Bakers’ Association of New 
Mi rk in behalf of 6-cent bread unquestionably have 
2. bearing ou the subject. Others do not. If wheat 
goes to $2 a bushel, it is self-evident that the price 
of bread must increase, but high prices are not 
justified by conjecture. Wheat is not yet $2 a 
bushel. Neither is it any argument in favor of 
dear bread that the winter has been mild; that 
depreciation is great; that frequent deliveries to 
large consumers must be made, or that unsold 
stale bread must be received in exchange for the 
fresh product# 
A few things in. regard to wheat and bread re- 
leting to the American supply and demand are

pretty well known. Our crop last year, our ex- 
portable surplus, the amount that has actually | 
been shipped, the visible stock remaining and the 
probable shortage in most of the belligerent coun- 
tries of Europe may all be estimated with some 
degree of accuracy; but another matter quite as. 
important is merely guessed at. We do not know 
who actually owns the wheat in the United States 
today. 

If too much of it is already under contract to 
foreign purcnasers at prices that were quoted last 
summer and fall, excessive shipments presently 
will make eur prices as high as or higher than 
those that prevail in the war zone. If the great 
bakers safeguarded themselves at the same time 
by means of trading in futures, 6-cent bread now 
may easily mean 10-cent bread later, and a com- 
bination to exact such prices would clearly demand 
the attention of the law officers of nation and 
state. 

There should not be an hour’s unnecessary delay 
in investigating the situation as.it affects the 
people’s bread, even though it becomes necessary 
to postpone for a season the keelhauling of the 
great benevolent foundations. 


PROHIBIT WHEAT EXPORTS. 


Phitadelphia Ledger: Apparently Washington 
has a theory that Chicago speculators planned the 
war to boost the wheat market. The war has 
boosted it, and is boosting it, but our defense is 
very simple. We have merely to conserve our own 
supply by prohibiting the export of any except 
our surplus supply. So simple and sure a remedy 
has been resorted to by other nations not in half 
so serious a dilemma as the United States. But 
politics is subordinate to the public interest just 
now in other countries. Their people, therefore, 
will be protected in their food supplies, even if 
the people of the'Unted States have to put up with 
starvation prices in the meantime. 


PLANT WHEAT. 

Chicugo Journal: American farmers can do 
a service to their country ard to themselves by 
pianting a heavy acreage of spring wheat. 

The present price of wheat means straitened ra- 
tions to millions and the pinch of hunger to 
thousands.

| Submarine Attack on British Commerce- 


BRIT ISH POWER THREATENED. 
Philade'phia Ledger: The development of the 
underwater warship that can operate so far from 
its base and escape-fletection at will has given to 
the German navy a weapon the effectiveness of 


which it is not possible to overestimate, Merchant 
shipping is :owerless before it, and warships can- 
not guard successfully against its attacks. The 
Zeppelins may terrorize the coast cities, but the 
submarines do the work of destruction at sea, 
and menace the naval supremacy of the British as 
it has not been threatened before since the war 


began. 
“THEY HAVE THE RIGHT.” 
New York Evening Post: The raid of the 


German submarines in the Irish Sea is sig- 
nificant only because of Admira] von Tirpitz’s 


threat against English commerce, jand because of 
the venturesomeness of the U-21. ‘Merchant ships 
in some number have before this-been sunk by 
submarines, and there is doubt this morning 
whether two of the lost vessels were not sunk 
by mines instead of by a submarine. It is known 
that German submarines have cruised all arourd 
England, for the Audacious was sunk further to 
the westward and they have been reported off the 
coast of Scotland. As.to the legitimacy of the 
proceeding, there can be no question. Any Ger- 
man ship has the right to sink the enemy’s mer- 
chantmen. The only requirement is the saving of 
the crew and passengers. 


WORSE THAN ZEPPELINS. 

Baltimore Star: The renewed activity of the 
German submarine U-21 in the North Sea and of 
a sister ship in the English Channel will bring to 


the people of England a fear which, compared to 
the quivers experienced from airship raids and 
coast-town bombardments, is as a mountain to 
molehills. It serves to recall the many serious 
guesses and the more numerous demonstrations, in 
fictional form, that an enemy’s submarines coul¢, 
with due attention to business and a sufficient 
devotion to singleness of purpose, stop England’s 
food supplies and starve her into submission. 


WORRYING ENGLAND. 

Pittsburg Dispateh: It looks as if what Ad- 
miral von Tirpitz called the submarine blockade 
of England is being put into effect. Of course, it 
is not a blockade. It is not even a virtual pro- 
hibition of trade with the English ports. What it 
actually is ig an indefinite increase of the hazards 
of tradé with allied ports that so far as returns 
up to the present date indicate, has cost five mer- 
cbant ships. This is very nearly as dangerous to 
England's ocean trade as a not very severe storm. 

A blockade of England is not effective while her 
warships keep the seas. But what might be done 
in that line is to so increase the hazards of im- 
porting food into the isles as to largely increase 
its cost. Tid is what the Germans are trying to 
do. So far as results shown at present 
go, they do not amount to a material diminution 
of the British food supply. But if the submarines 
tactics are successful they may seriously diminish 
that supply. If they succeed at all on that line 
the scare may be worse than the actual damage. 


HOW IT AFFECTS US. 

Washington Times: Not only to Britain and 
her allies, but to neutral nations with commer- 
cial concerns, is this a serious matter. The United 
States’ chance for achieving a quick return to 
prosperity depends almost entirely right now on 
the ability to meet the demands the outside wor'd 
is impressing on us. If we can take the orders, 
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and fill them, and deliver the omits we will be 
doing the biggest business we ever dreamed of 
doing; we will be the clearing house and the work- 
shop and the banker of the whole creation.

The benefit to the Germans of sub- 
marine activities must lie wholly in their moral 
effect. If the sinking of three unimportant mer- 
chant ships shall establish a reign of terror among 
British shippers there may be some emetenerinss 
advantage. 

The risk of the exploit is, however, einen. 
This submarine made a voyage of more than 
1000 miles from the nearest German base. Now 
that the British are warned they will be on the 
lookout for similar exploits, and it is scarcely 
likely that they will be frequently repeated. In 
the North Sea and in the English Channel ship- 
pers and captains realize and accept their danger. 
But in remoter waters there will be little timidity 
until the adventure of U-21 has been several times 
repeated.

WOULD END WILDCATTING 


Measure Prohibits Payment of 
Commissions to Promoters 
of Institutions. 


| 


Wildcat banking promotion in Mis- 
souri will be prohibited if the bill intro- 
duced in the Legislature by the Missouri 
Banking Commission, created by the 
Missouri Bankers’ Association, becomes 
a law. A committee of St. Louis bankers 
will go to Jefferson City tomorrow to 
appear before the Banking Committee 
of the House and Senate to urge the 
adoption of the bill. 

The Missouri Bankers’ Association last 
May appointed a committee to draft a 
bill revising the banking laws of the 
State. This commission 4vas comprised 
of seven bankers an none nonbankers. 
One of the most importgnt provisions of 
the bill is one prohibiting, the payment 
of commissions to promoters of banks, 
The Banking Commissioner is also 
clothed with power to refuse charters 
to banks organized by men of questiona- 
ble reputation. 

State banks are given specific author- 
ity to own stock and become members of 
the Federal reserve bank. There is some 
question as to whether State banks, 
under the present law, are eligible to 
membership in the Federal reserve 


bank. 
. Other Powers Oonferred. 

Among other important powers con- 
ferred by the bill are: 

To accept domestic and foreign drafts, 
own stock of safe deposit company, own 
office building and rent offices. 

Limiting amount loaned to one per- 
son to 15 per cent ef capita] and surplus 
ir cities of 100,000 or over; 20 per cent in 
cities of less than 100,000 and more than 
5000, and 25 per cent elsewhere. 

Prohibiting banks from loaning money 
on their own capital steck, or loaning 
money to any individual to enable him to 
buy, pay for or hold shares of its stock. 

Providing that banks in cities of 200,000 
population or more must keep reserves 
equivalent to 18 per cent of their de- 
posits; 15 per cent in cities between 15,000 
and 200,000, and 15 per cent elsewhere 
in the State. 

Penalizing banks for encroaching on 
reserves against deposits by requiring 
payment of interest at 8 per gent for en- 
croachments not excéeding 2 per cent, 
1) per cent for encroachments exceed- 
ing 2 per cent and not exceeding 3 per 
cent; 12 per cent for encroachments be- 
tween $ and 4 per cerit, and 14 per cent 
apon any additional encroachments. 

Requiring banks to make publication 
cf unclaimed deposits, so that they may 
be- reclaimed by relatives. 

Providing legal regulations governing 
the deposits of minors. 

Providing that po more private banks 
may be established in the State. 

These provisions apply also to trust 
companies. 

Emergency Clause in Bill. 

There are additional provisions cover- 
ing trust companies, laying down spe- 
cific laws as to capitalization and incor- 
poration. Neither banks nor trust com- 
ranies may be chartered until. their 
capital stocks are fully paid, with the 
exception that banks in towns of 1000 
ropulation or less may be chartered 
when one-half the capital stock is paid. 

The bill with respect to trust com- 
panies further provides that trust com- 
panies may receive deposits without 
paying interest. The power to guarantee 
rrincipal or surety on bonds against loss 
thereon is taken away, as it was thought 
to be unwise for the trust companies to 
retain such authority. 

The bill contains an emergency clause 
and would go into effect within 10 days 
after tts enactment. 

Richard 8. Hawes, president of the 
Missouri Bankers’ Association, said yes- 
terday that if the bills are passed there 
will be thrown around the banking busi- 
ness many restrictions for the protection 
vof the deposits of the people’s money.

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Half Year of War Mere 
Prelude to Great Struggle 
to Come, Expert's View 


in One D

early stages of the conflict, attracted 


N any review of the military achieve- 
ment of the’ great nations who for 
half a year have waged a struggle 

greater than any in written history, 
it is necessary to point out in advance 
that in this period the great successes, 
conquests, victories have been with the 
Germans. Measured by what they had 
to do, by what they expected to do, it is 
possible to emphasize failures, it is | 
natural to see the points at which Ger- 
man military strategy, strength, has 
broken down. But viewed as a feat of 
arms, the thing the German soldiers 
have done in the past six months is 
rivaled only by what the Wrench revolu- 
tionary soldiers did against Europe in 
arms more thar a century ago, 

In August German armies overran 
Belgium and entered France, winning 
at Charleroi, af®Mons, at Cambral, vic- 
tories which in any other war might 
have seemed tremendous. In September, 
while the German advance was checked 
and thrown back from the very suburbs 
of Paris, the invaders made good solidly 
that position stretching across North- 
ern France which they hold today. At 
the same time a Russian invasion of 
East Prussia was crushed in the now fa- 
mous battle of Tannenberg and Ger- 
man territory was cleared of invaders, 
as Alsace and Lorraine had been cleared 
by the crushing of the much advertised 
French counter offensive, which col- 
lapsed at Saarburg and about Muelhau- 
sen in early August. 

In October Antwerp was taken, the

Farmer Remarries Present Wife, 
and Seeks to Adopt 7 Chil- 
dren of Third. 


TWO CEREMONIES ILLEGAL 


He Learns After 40 Years That 
Divorce From Second Wife 
Was Never Granted.

SESSER, Ill., Feb. 6.—Noah Isom, 

a well-to-do farmer living about four 

miles frem here, father of 15 children 

and stepfather of five, has begun pro- 


ceedings in the Franklin County Court 
to adopt seven children by his third 
wife and has remarried his fourth wife 
as the result of the recent visit here of 
James Isom, who asserted his right as 
Isom’s only lawful son. 

The fulsome romance of the farm- 
er’s life was revealed when he ap- 
plied at Benton, the county seat, for 
a license to remarry his present wife 
who was Mrs. Sophia Minton, He 
married her two years ago. She has 
five children by her first marriage. 
The remarriage wus performed by the 
Rev. G. F. Mathies, a Baptist minis- 
ter. 

Everything about the story centers 
about a misunderstanding 40 years 
azo when Isom left Athens, Tenn., 
believing that he had been divorced 
from Mrs. Wamick Isom whom he 
had married after the death of his 
first wife, who was Amanda Walters. 
When he left Tennessee the divorce 
proceedings were under way. There 
was no oontest. The three children 
of the first marriage, William, Lizzie 
and Manty, were in charge of Jasper 
Isom, a brother of Noah. 

After Isom left Tennessee his wife 
marfted under the belief that a di- 
vorce had been granted. Believing 
that he was free to marry, Isom came 
to Sesser three years later and mar- 
ried Miss Mandy Davis of Kingston, 
Tenn, by whom he had, 12 children, 
\soven of whom are living now. 

Children Approve His Course. 

The plight of the farmer has brought 
him the sympathy of the entire county. 
He is now §7 years olf. His life here 
for the last 40 years has been beyond 
reproach and his prompt action to meet 
the unexpected situation.meets the ap- 
proval of his children. 

His living children by his third mar- 
riage are: Charlies, Sangieston, Rella, 
Blominie, “Mrs. Annie Murray, Mrs. 


ait living near here. 

Isom has a 200-acre farm and some 
tewn property. All of the members of 
the family are on friendly terms and 
there didn’t seem to be a cloud upon the 
family’ horizon until early. in December, 
when James Isom arrived here. He is a 
civil engineer. He told Noah Isom that 
the- court had not granted a divorce to 
Mrs. Isom in 1875 and that he is an 
only son. 

This was real news to Isom, who at 
once communicated with his second wife. 
and she agreed to obtain a divorce. 
waiving alimeny. She secured the di- 
vorce and immediately upon receiving 
the news, Isom remarried his fourth 
wife. During the divorce proceedings 
Isom consulted with Judge W. H. Hart 
of Benton. The Judge advised that the 
second Mrs. Isom should waive her dow- 
er rights in securing her divorce, but 
the divorce was obtained without this 
yraiver. 

The arrival Seine of the son of Isom’s 
second marriage was a complete sur- 
prise to the other members of the fam- 
ily» Mrs. Morgan, one of the daugh- 
ters, says that the situation has been 
further ‘complicated by the advice of 
lawyers, and while Isom can legally 
adopt the children of his present wife 
he cannot adopt the children of this 
third wife. 


Upholds Her Father. 

“Father has lived a clean, open life," 
said Mrs. Morgan, at whose home Miss 
Rella Isom is now living.

FRED VAN BLARCOM 
ENLISTED IN NAVY: 
NOW IN ASYLUM 


Son of Late Banker, Who Disap- 


peared, Is Patient in Federal 
Hospital at Washington.

ENTERED AS “WILLIAMS” 


Doctor in Charge Intimates 
Youth Has Had Some Ré- 
markable Adventures. 


By Wire from the Washington Bureau 
of the Post-Dispatch. 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 6.—Officials of 


the Government Hospital for the Insane 
at St. Elizabeths, D. C., today admit- 
ted that Fred Van Blarcom, 25 years 
old, member of the prominent St. Louis 
family of that name, is a patient there. 
They say he was admitted to the hos- 
rital from the United States Navy, 
where he had enlisted following his 
escape from a sanitarium in April, 1913. 


To the Post-Dispatch correspondent, 
Dr. Glasscock of the hospital staff, 
readily admitted that the patient listed 
in the hospital records as Frederick 
Daniel Williams was, in reality, Fred 
Van Blarcom of St. Louis, and although 
this admissian was made by the hos- 
pital authorities, they were extremely 
reluctant to furnish further details of 
the patient’s record. 

“We are thoroughly familiar with the 
record of this young man,” Dr. Glaszss- 
cock said, ‘‘and in spite of our efforts 
he persists in writing letters to news- 
papers and friehds on the outside, tell- 
ing them that his parents have rail- 
roaded him here. In his present mental 
condition he cannot form any idea how 
embarrassing these letters are to his 
mother, who had him placed here under 
‘the name of Williams. 

Joined U. 8. Navy. 

“After his escape from a sanitarium, 
early in 1913, he managed to join the 
United States navy and he was there 
for nearly a year when he developed 
signs of mental trouble. His mother 
was notified at the time he was sent 
here. The patient’s condition, while not 
hopeless, is serious. He is not violent 
and we are not obliged to lock him in a 
cell. Nevertheless, he manages to 
smuggie these letters out through ac- 
quaintances he meets in the hospital 
and they have been very embarrassing 
to his relatives. 

‘There was no reason for his joining 
the navy at the time he escaped from 
the sanitarium, as his social position 
was such as to make an act of that 
kind almost absurd.”’ 

Dr. Glasscock intimated that. the 
young 8t. Louis man had had some 
remarkable adventures since he escaped 
from the private sanitarium in April, 
1918, where he had been confined for 
previous mental disturbance. 

~ ‘Passed Navy Examinations. 

The doctor said he had no explana- 
tion to make of how Van Blarcom man- 
aged to pass the medical inspection of 
the United States navy, but that he 
had done so and had ‘served a consid- 
erable time before any symptoms of 
aberration became apparent. 

“We cannot tell at this time whether 
his case will yield to treatment or not,” 
Dr. Glasscock said. “We do not keep 
him confined to a cell,-and he is allowed 
a certain amount of restricted liberty, 
but, of course, we cannot give him the 
run of the grounds. 

“A peculiar feature of the case is 
that the young man is capable of writ- 
ing a very rational letter, and a num- 
ber of these letters have gotten into 
the mails, addressed to friends and 
newspapers. He is suffering from the 
delusion that his relatives have ‘rail- 
roaded’ him to this institution and that 
we are keeping him here.. As a matter. 
of fact, he was committed here €rom 
the navy when the symptoms of his 
mental trouble became apparent to na- 
val medical men.”’ 


Van Blarcom Escaped From Sanita- 
rium Near Webster Groves. 

Frederick Van Blarcom is the son of 
the late J. C. Van Blarcom, who was 
president of the National Bank of Com- 
merce, and of Mrs. Mary Van Blarcom 
of 1 Westmoreland place. Following a 
nervous breakdown, his mother caused 
him to be placed in a private sanitarium 
near Webster Groves about three years 
ago. 

Seven months later he escaped by elud- 
ing his attendant, jumping into a wagon 
which stood in front of the sanitarium 
and driving off at a gallop. The wagon 
was recovered several blocks away, but 
Van Blarcom’s whereabouts “remained 
unknown to his mother for several 
months. His hobby was building aero- 
planes, for which he had a workshop 
back of the Westmoreland place home. 


FLEET MAY 60 TO THE CANAL 


Winter Maneuvers During This Month 
or Next Are Planned. 
PANAMA, Feb. 6.—The Atlantic fleet 
of the United States Navy may come 
tc canal waters for winter maneuvers 
this month or next, according to a wire- 
less message received today by Capt.

LIFE TERM FOR 
YOUNG SLAYER 
UF PAYMASTER 


George Smith or Singer Quickly 
Convicted of Murdering 
Frederick H. Soller. 


WIDOW IS SATISFIED 


Officials Find It Difficult to, Get 
Juries to Vote for the 
Hanging Penalty. 


George Smith, or Singer, whose age 
appears in the police records as 23, 
though his parents say he is but 20, 
was sentenced to life imprisonment yes- 
terday by a fury in Judge Fisher's 
court for his part in the murder of 


Frederick H. Soller by automobile ban- 
dits at Second and O'Fallon streets on 
the morning of Aug. 15 last. 

Four other robbers who committed 
murder have recently received life sen- 
tences. Under the law of Missouri the 
death sentence or life imprisonment is 
cptional with the jury, and the'result is 
that no hanging has taken place in St. 
Louls for several years. It is consid- 
ered impossible by the police and the 
Circuit Attorney’s office to get a jury 
to impose a death sentence. 

Soller, who was paymaster for the 
St. Louis Refrigerating and Cold Stor- 
age Co., was robbed in daylight of a 
grip containing $1600 and was shot 
through the head without a chance 
to defend himself. This murder was 
one of a series of audacious crimes oc- 
curring in the latter part of last sum- 
mer. Others were the taking of $12,000 
from an auditor of the Brown Shoe 
Co., the taking of $1100 payro]] money 
from the late Fred Hanpeter, on a 
Broadway car, and the blowing of safes 
in the Columbia Theater, from which 
$€000 was taken. None of the criminals 
in any of these other cases has been 
caught. 

Alibi Is Disregarded. 

In finding Smith, or Singer, guilty, the 
jury disregarded the alibi sworn to by 
his wife, Mrs. Ada Singer of 2603 Glas- 
gow avenue, who had testified that he 
was with her in a boarding hotse on 
West Belle place within a few minutes 
of the time of the murder. Judge 
Fisher instructed the jurors, in consid- 
ering the wife's testimony, to remember 
her interest in the case. 

Mrs. Lucille Soller, 19 years old, of 
5627 Wells avenue, who was secretly 
married to Soller three weeks before 
the killing, shook hands with the mem- 
bers of the jury and thanked them for 
the verdict, ag did Soller’s mother, Mrs. 
Mabel Soller of 3065 Cleveland avenue. 
“It is a sufficient punishment, if he is 


-not paroled,’’ said the elder Mrs. Sol- 


ler. “Life imprisonment is as terrible 
a punishment as hanging.’’ 

Smith, or Singer (he has been known 
as Smithsinger), was very nervous as 
the jury returned to the courtroom, 
after an hour’s deliberation. A speedy 
verdict in a murder trial sometimes 
means the extreme penalty. He became 
composed when he heard the verdict, 
and after the jurors had been polled at 
his request, he asked permission to 
speak to them. The Judge refused this 
request. Smith said, a few minutes 
later, that he wished to tell the jurors 
he was as guiltless as they were. 

Albert J. Michel of 6823 Virginia ave- 
nue, foreman, said the jury was agreed 
on Smith’s guilt from the outset and 
that on the first ballot one juror voted 
for the death penalty, for which Cir- 
cult Attorney Harvey had asked. Agree- 
ment was reached on the second ballot. 

The witness who might have given 
the strongest testimony against 
Smith was not used.- This was Carl 
Caldwell, chauffeur of the automobile 
used by the bandits, who ran the 
car north on Broadway after the 
murder, and got such a start on the 
police that two of the alleged rob- 
bers, Charles Fromme and Gus 
Koenig, have not. been taught yet. 

Chauffeur Gave Information, 

Smith was arrested through in- 
formation given the police by Cald- 
well, and the chauffeur said he heard 
one of the others say to Smith, “You 
killed that guy.” Circuit Attorney 
Harvey has announced that Caldwell 
will be placed on trial for murder 
in the first degree. As other wit- 
nesses established the presence of 
Smith in the automobile immediately 
after the murder, he did not give 
Caldwell a chance to earn immunity 
by testifying. 

In Penitentiary Once. 

Smith, in his testimony in his own 
behalf, said he was with Fromme 
and Koenig in the car driven by 
Caldwell, but that they left him at 
Twenty-second and Wash streets, be- 
fore the killing, and that he went 
to see his wife, 

Smith served a two-years’ term in 
the penitentiary at Jefferson City for 
highway robbery. His wife testified 
yesterday that Smith had been court- 
ing her for a year before their mar- 
ringe last March, and that he called 
on her every week. The fact, shown 
by the State, that he was in the 
penitentiary until two months be- 
fure his marriage, helped to discredit 
other parts of the wife’s testimony.

M. L. Holman Asked for Information 
on Square Nose Type, Effective 
im Stepping Charges. 

A new target bullet invented by 
M. Il. Holman, former City Water 
Commissioner, is expected to be so 
well adapted to “man-stopping” that 
Russian authorities have written 
Holman for information about its 
use. He addressed a letter to Secre- 
tary of State Bryan yesterday asking 
whether he might transmit the infor- 
mation sought without violating the 
neutrality regulations. 

The bullet is of the 
variety, but is not a dumdum and 
does not violate the rules, Holman 
assured Secretary Bryan in the let- 
ter.

MAN IS SENTENCED THIRD TIME 
TO HANG FOR KILLING HIS WIFE 


Nikola Gavrilovich, Twice Granted 
New Trial After Conviction, Laughs 
at Verdict of Jury. 

For the third time, Nikolo Gavrilo- 
vich was sentenced last night to be 
hanged for the murder of his wife by 
a jury in Judge Hadiey’s court in Ed- 
wardsville. He received the verdict 
with an outburst of laughter and was 
led away to his cell, which overlooks 
the gallows which was built for his 
execution last summer and which still 

stands. 

He stabbed his wife to death with a 
butcher knife in the spring of 1910, in 
the back yard of their home in Madison, 
because she refused to move to 8St. 
Louis with him. 

At his first trial, in 1913, a jury sen- 
tenced him to hang, but the Supreme 
Court remanded the case for retrial 
on a technicality. A second trial, in 
1914, resulted in the same verdict. Three 
days before the date set for his exe- 
cution a stay was issued by the Su- 
preme Court, which later remanded the 
case On another technicality. At the 
third ‘trial his attorneys set up a de- 
fense of insanity and placed. experts 
on the stand to testify that Gavrilovich 
is @& paranoiac. They said they would 
attempt to carry the case to the §u- 
preme Court again.

“INVITING. CONFIDENCES” 


Russia, Austria and the United: 
States Reported to Have 
Exchanged Notes. 


Special Cable to the Post-Dispatch 
ahd New York Wortd. 
LONDON, Feb. 6.—While not empow- 


éred ‘to act officially, Col. E. M. House, 
the personal representative of President 
Wilson, reached London today on a mis- 
gion that tmay éxercise a poténtial in- 


fluence in promoting péate between the 
warring nations of Europe. 

Col. House’s stay in London will be 
brief. The length of his. visit t6 Con- 
tinental countries will depend upon the 
result of his investigation, undertaken 
at the instance of the American Presi- 
dent, to whom he will mae frequent 
confidential cable and mafi reports. 

Ostensibly the Colonel has teeh com- 
missioned by the President to effect a 
co-ordination of the various refief ven- 
tures undertaken under the supervision 
of the United States. 

Will Study Situation. 

It is the understanding, nevertheless, 
of diplomatic officials that Col. House 
is on a fiifesion of far greater signifi- | 
cance, thé result of which may go far 
toward promoting the expanding efforts 
to bring about a termination of hostil- 
ities. From a diplomatic source that 
justifies authoritative acceptance tho 
x’ost-Dispatch correspondent has learned 
that unofficially Col. House is to con- 
duct an Inquiry to ascertain the feel- 
ing of the European Governments at 
war, éntirely through the United States 
Ambassadors. 

These Ambassadors were advised of 
the coming of Col. House, and of the 
purposes of his mission and were di- 
rected to aid him in placing before the 
President an exact reflection of the 
views entertained by the warring coun- 
‘tries as to the probable origin and most 
feasible form of det ticiatle peace over- 
tures. 

It is apparent from the instructions 
under which Col. House is proceeding 
Ithat the American President has not 
departed in the slightest degree from 
the policy established by him in August 
last. Soon after the invasion of Bel- 
gium by the German forces the Presi- 
dent made formal tender of his services 
as mediator. : 

Col. House will, therefore, make no 
further representation in that respect 
on the part of the United States, but he 
is intrusted with the duty of collecting 
information which may form a basis for 
the renewal of the mediation offered by 
the United States. 

Will Proceed With Caution. 

The interpretation placed upon the mise- 
sion of Col. House by diplomats is that 
he will proceed with the greatest cau- 
tion in carrying out the wishes of Presi- 
dent Wilson and in no way justify a 
criticiam that the United States is de- 
sirous of interfering or influencing any 
of the Powers at war. 

That there have been exchanges of 
notes between Russia and Austria on 
the one hand and the American Govern- 
ment on the other during the last month, 
is known here. It is more than probable 
that these representations have contrib- 
uted largely to the mission upon which 
Col House is now engaged. 

Such inquiries and exchanges as have 
been made are purely tentative and con- 
ditional. Neither Russia nor Austria 
has permitted itself to even suggest 
preliminary overtures that might place 
it in the light of inviting or counte- 
nancing any undertaking designed to 
bring about a cessation of hostilities. 

There is justification for the belief, 
therefore, that in dispatching Col. House 
to the European capitals, the American 
President is merely preparing to mect 
any contingent—or, as it is diplomat- 
ically expressed, “inviting confidence.” 

The designation of Col. House for this! 
delicate mission was further prompted 
by ea desire Of the American Govern- 
ment to relieve its embassadorial rep- 
resentatives at European capitals from 
any active participation in the Presi- 
dent's plan for the promotion of peaco, 
further than to guarantee the identity 
and standing of Col. House.

G. Smith,” the latter told of a plan to 
reorganize the club with certain non- 
members in case of foreclosure: 

“I never signed such a letter,’’ Smith, 
who is a director of the club, said. 

“Have you thé letter?’ 

Wagner said he did not have it, but 
800m securéd a duplicate from another 
member. It was in an envelope which 
bore Smith's name and business address, 
and the letter was on a letterhead bear- 
ing his name and was signed 8. T. G. 
Smith. The letter requested the person 
to whom it was addressed to join a syn- 
dicate to purchase the property and re- 
organize the club with certain non- 
Members, in case foreclosure occurred. 

As soon as Wagner read the letter, 
Smith retired for a few minutes to one 
side 
with some friends. 

Perpetual Member lIavtited In. 

G. A. Buder, one of the 3 niembers 
who pald $900 into the treasury ]2 years 
ago for a perpetual membership, said 
that he had been invited to join the syn- 
dicate, but had declined, as he thought 
that the club should be kept intact as 
it is. 

W. F. Funsten, another perpetual 
member, told how he and several other 
members had time and again supplied 
money to aid the club when in financial 
straits. He said, however, that he had 
not been invited into the syndicate. 
Then, turning to Smith, as he took his 
seat, he said, in a humorous way: 

“Smith, you might have sent me one 
of those letters, too, if you had chosen 
to.”’ 

J. C. Jones then arose and, standing 
near Smith, said: 

“IT want to know the object of this 
syndicate which is proposing to take 
our club? I received no letter asking 
me into any reorganization. And I 
think that a man who !s a director in 
this club fs morally a trustee for each 
member of the club.” 

Russell ©. Gardner then gained recog- 
nition from the chair and said: 

“T want to know why this club is 
being sold. As a représentative of the 
perpetual members, I want to say that 
there is no syndicate among us. When 
we met a few days ago to try and 
straighten out the club's finances it 
was the desire to further the cause of 
ali the members—not a favored few and 
chosen outsiders. Why should we say 
we are insolvent? Our property is 
worth more than our indebtedness. 

Smith, in reply, safd: ‘‘About one-third 
of the members owe either dues, as- 
sessments or for service. When the club 
sent out bills last fall a number of de- 
linquents notified me, some through 
thel# lawyers, that we could not collect 
| from them. Some even told us to go 
ahead and sue.””’ We made every ef- 
fort te get the members to pay up, and 
even gave a free dinrier on Dec. 16, to 
try and arouse more enthusiasm, Only 
about 70 came. They talked; but noth- 
ing came from it.’’ 

Assails “Freese Out” Scheme. 

S. J. Harbaugh, acting as secretary 
of the meeting, read, at the request of 
a member, a letter of the proposed syn- 
dicate, which was dated Dec. 8, seven 
days before the dinner ‘of which Smith 
spoke had ben given. This outiined the 
plans of purchase of the club’s property 
in ease of foreclosure, and among the 
names of those entering the syndicate 
were eight non-members. 

J. C. Jones took the floor again, and 
spoke bitterly of the plan to ‘freeze 
cut’ certain members.

He 
tol4 of writing to Arthur D. Whiteside, 
a commercial agent in New York, de- 
tailing how he had found the bankruptcy 
gang. He said he told Whiteside not to 
close them immediately, but to try to 
round up the bunch.

Says He’s “De Sure ’Nuff 
Thing,” but Funds Are Low 
and He’ll Lecture for a Fee. 


A negro prince of royal blood and 
ancient lineage—according to his 


naive admission—is gracing St. Louis. 


with his presence. “His Royal High- 
ness” arrived incognito several days 
ago, accompanied by neither suite 
nor equerries. He took modest lodg- 
ing at 2885 Lawton avenue and im- 
mediately became the cynosure of the 
eyes of the negro population, who 
were permitted to gaze upon his per- 
son. 

“H. R. H.” distributed printed cards 
to the curious, reading: “Prince 
Umfraena Kaba Rega, Ethopian 
World’s Traveler, Linguist and Lec- 
turer, Unyoro Albert Nyanza, British 
East Afvica.” Immediately members 
of the nexro population paid him due 
homage and Friday night banqueted 
him in royal style at a negro cafe. 

When a Post-Dispatch reporter 
called at the office of a negro physi- 
clan who had paid court to the 
Prince and asked for an interview 
with the dignitary, he was told “His 
Serene Highness is indisposed, but 
will graciously grant an audience to 
the wentlemen of the press at 3 p. m.” 

Three o’clock came. “The gentle- 
men of the press” arrived, and beheld 
“Hig Serene Highness’” portly form 
clad in a black cutaway, with a 
vari-hued ‘tie showing above a _laven- 
der shirt. 

The Prince was most gracious, and 
upon being gravely addressed ag 
“Your Serene Highness” he modestly 
announced that he must be called 
either “Your Royal or Noble High- 
ness, just as the King of England,” 
he said. 

“H. R. H.” then explained that he was 
touring the world in order to “get un- 
derstanding,” so that when the hour 
arrives when he must mount the throne 
in his native land he may be a wise and 
righteous ruler. 

However, “H. R. H.’’ further explained 
that his funds at present are low, and he 
is not averse to speaking in the white 
man’s churches for a stated fee. If the 
fee ig not forthcoming, he said that he 
would be willing to ‘‘take a chance on 
the collection.’ Besides having the pleas- 
ure of looking upon “His! Royal High- 
ness,’’ he explained, the audience would 
get value received for the money, as he 
had many interesting tales to tell of his 
boyhood days in ‘darkest Africa,”’ 
which he thinks will be of interest to 
St. Louisans. As the Prince speaks Ger- 
man, according to his admission, he 
hopes to. ‘““*book’’ a number of the Ger- 
man churches first, and thus become 
“acquainted.”’ 

“Listen, boss, I’m de sure 'nuff thing. 
I am not a faker, sah,”’ he said earnest- 
ly. ‘I’m a sure ’nuff Prince.” And to 
prove it he produced a grip and took 
from it a stole of white cloth and a sur- 
plice of red material and bedecked 
bimself with them, adding a fez to cap 
the costume, and holding up a Bible 
while his photograph was being taken. 

Then he explained that a German trad- 
er had taken him as a boy and educated 
him. Since then he has trotted the globe 
from Land’s End to Mandalay, he said, 
and in so doing ‘‘took up nine different 
languages.’” He came to America from 
Japan a few months ago, he further ex- 
plained, and expects to make an extend- 
ed tour of America. 

As the interviewers arose to go, the 
Prince distributed his cards, and added 
a parting injunction: 

“Please be sure and get the title 
straight—not ‘His Serene Highness,’ but 
‘His Royal Highness,’ jes’ like King 
George's, sah.”’ 

Prince Rega appears to be the second 
African princeling to make his appear- 
ance in this section of the country.

BANK SHORTAGE OF 
$135,000 MADE UP 


Suit Filed Against Surety Com- 
pany Reveals Big Sum Lost 
Through Cashier. 


How the First National Bank of Cape 
Girardeau, Mo., was saved from wreck 
by its directors, who made up a short- 
age of $135,000, was told in connection 
with a suit filed in the United States 
District Court yesterday, in the name 
of the bank, against the National Sure- 


ty Co. 

The bank lays claim to $53,000 from 
the surety company, on the bond of L. 
S. Joseph, former cashier. The suit 


alleges that Joseph was $135,000 short 
in his accounts with the bank when he 
resigned, a year ago. The surety com- 
pany, it is stated, was responsible for 
him to the amount sued for. 

The suit was filed by E. A. Rozier and 
Benson C. Hardesty, as attorneys for 
the bank. Hardesty said that the bank’s 
directors, with the aid of some stock- 
holders, made up the cashier’s shortage, 
supplied a surplus of $20,000 and thus 
enabled the bank to continue in busi- 
ness. 

Following Cashier Joseph's resignation 
a year ago, the bank was closed tem- 
porarily by a national bank examiner. 
The directors announced at that time 
that no depositor would lose a cent, and 
the confidence of the people of Cape 
Girardeau in the directors was such that 
no panic followed the closing. When the 
tank opened a few days later, business 
proceeded in the normal way. 

Joseph, it-was said at the time, suf- 
fered a nervous breakdown and went 
to his mother’s home in Quincy, Mich.. 
to recuperate. He was widely acquaint- 
e€@4 in St. Louts banking circles and was 
a frequent guest at the old Missouri 
Athletic Club.

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He declared his firm, the Fashion Knit- 
ting Mills, has an account of $635.91 
against Brown Bros. & Co., of which 
Charles I. Greenfield was manager 
in 1912. This concern became bank- 
rupt just prior to the opening of the 
Great Western Jobbing: House in St. 
Louis in October, 1912. It was for the 
Carlisle account that Burnstein & Lipp- 
man assert they were looking for Green- 
field, with the hope that the money 
could be collected. Lippman declared 
when he learned Greenfield was in St. 
Levis he came here. 

He asked for his money, he said, and 
got a job lot of ties, worth $136, at a big 
discount and the goods were charged 
against Greenfield’s Carlisle imdebted- 
ness. Later, he said, Greenfield sent 
him a consignment of caps, to be charged 
the same way. He declared he never got 
any other goods from the Great West- 
ern Jobbing House except 4% dozen col- 
lars which he bought from Harry Cohen 
of the Pennsylvania Salvage Co., and 
which were marked Great Western Spe- 
cial. These collars were found in his 
store after the faflure of the Great 
Western Jobbing House. 


Wanted His Money irst. 
Lippman testified he told a credit 


agency in April, 1913, of locating Green- 
field in St. Louis, with the purpose in 
view of putting him out of business. He 
told of writing to Arthur D. Whiteside, 
a commercial agent in New York, de- 
tailing how he had found the bankruptcy 
gang. He said he told Whiteside not to 
close them immediately, but to try to 
round up the bunch. He admitted ask- 
ing Whiteside to give him a chance to 
get his money first. 

The Government has contended that 
Lippman did not inform the credit 
agencies immediately upon finding 
Greenfield in St. Louis, but delayed do- 
ing so urtil June of 1918. A card of the 
Great Western Jobbing House, whicli 
was sent to Whiteside in New York, 
bore the stamp of his agency on June 
14, 1918. 

Iatters asking goods of Greenfield 
were produced at the trial, showing 
Lippman had solicited goods from him 
between the time he first came to Bt. 
Louis and got ties and the close of the 
Great Western Jobbing House. All of 
the remaining defendants deny that 
they’ allowed their firm names to be 
used by Greenfield anf the Great West- 
err. Jobbing House as references in get- 
ting credits. 

Samuel Burnstein, the partner of 
Lippman, who had years before been 
the partner of Greenfield, admitted he, 
as credit man of the Fushion Knitting 
Millis, had passed upon the credit given 
Brown Bros. at Carlisle. In answer as 
to why he had credited Greenfield’s con- 
cern with over $900 after his partner had 
denounced him as a commercial crook, 
he replied.

Poker playing was portrayed as a pre- 
dominant pastime of suburban society 
in quiet Webster Groves in the alimony 
hearing conducted yesterday in Judge 
Wurdeman’s court, in connection with 
Mrs. Carrie B. Lewis’ divorce suit 
against Capt. William J. Lewis, a steam- 
boat broker.

“Ah,” remarked Judge Wurdeman, 
“that is a failing of a great many of 
our Webster Groves people.” 

Mrs. Lewis said she was living at 
the Park Hotel, 6600 Washington ave- 
nue, but that she spent a part of her 
time with Mrs. C. M. Harris of 314 
Hamilton avenue, a friend.

A negro prince of royal blood and 
ancient Iineage—according to his 
naive admission—is gracing St. Louis 
with his presence. “His Royal High- 
ness” arrived incognito several days 
azo, accompanied by neither suite 
nor equerries. He took modest lodg- 
ing at 2835 Lawton avenue and im- 
mediately became the cynosure of the 
eyes of the negro population, who 
were permitted to gaze upon his per- 
son. 

“H. R. H.” distributed printed cards 
to the curious, reading: “Prince 
Umfraena Kaba Rega, Ethopian 
World's Traveler, Linguist and Lec- 
turer, Unyoro Albert Nyanza, British 
East Afvica.”

However, “H. R. H.”’ further explained 
that his funds at present are low, and he 
is not averse to speaking in the white 
man’s churches for a stated fee. If the 
fee ig not forthcoming, he said that he 
would be willing to ‘‘take a chance on 
the collection.’’ Besides having the pleas- 
ure of looking upon “His! Royal High- 
ness,’’ he explained, the audience would 
get value received for the money, as he 
had many interesting tales to tell of his 
boyhood days in ‘darkest Africa,”’ 
which he thinks will be of interest to 
St. Louisans, As the Prince speaks Ger- 
man, according to his admission, he 
hopes to. “‘book’’ a number of the Ger- 
man churches first, and thus become 
“acquainted.”’ 

“Listen, boss, I’m de sure ’nuff thing. 
I am not a faker, sah,’’ he said earnest- 
ly. ‘I’m a sure ’nuff Prince.” And to 
prove it he produced a grip and took 
from it a stole of white cloth and a sur- 
plice of red material and bedecked 
bimself with them, adding a fez to cap 
the costume, and holding up a Bible 
while his photograph was being taken.

Into Effect. 


ST. LOUIS LOSES PROTEST 


United States Supreme Court 
Can Give Relief From Ter- 
minal’s Arbitrary. 


Whether the burden of the bridge ar- 
bitrary shall be lifted from St. Louis 
commerce now depends wholly upon the 
Supreme Court of the United States, 
ginoe the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
gion Friday handed down a decision de- 
claring that the ooal arbitrary of % 
cents a ton was no discrimination 
against this city. In addition to sus- 
taining the validity of the arbitrary, the 
commission granted the railroads an 
increase of 5% cents a ton on the coal 
rate to St. Louis. ' 

The question of the validity of the 
bridge arbitrary is pending before the 
Supreme Court upon an appeal taken by 
the Government from an interpretation 
of the Supreme Court decree in the Ter- 
minal Railroad case, made by the three 
United States Cirouit Judges sitting as 
the District Court at St. Louis. 

The case was argued and submitted 
to the Supreme Court last October and 
a decision probably will come down with- 
in the next six months. The Govern- 
rment’s attorneys contended that the Su- 
preme Court intended to abolish the

and St. Louis was. justified. by condi- 
tions here. The Commission found that 
it was necessary to maintain expensive 
bridges and terminals in congested dis. 
tricts in St. Louis to deliver coal and 
other freight in this ofty, and that the 
haul to St. Louis delivery points was on 
the average five miles greater than to 
Hast St. Louis delivery points. _ 

a The Commission heid that a charge of 

8 20 cents a ton was not an excessive 
charge for this service, and that owing 
to the sise of the district it would be 
unfair to make St. Louis and East St. 
Louis one commercial zone for rate- 
making purposes. 

The commission declared that tn mor‘ 
other cities where similar conditions ex-: 
isted there were arbitraries. 

The Interstate Commerce Commission 
has no jurisdiction over the rates to 
Fast St. Louis. If the Tilinots’ Public 
Utilities Commission should refuse to 
grant the increase and should be sus- 
tained in its position by the courts, 
the result of the Interstate Commerce 
Commission's decision would be to in- 
crease the arbitrary on coal from 20 
cents’a ton to 25% cents a ton.

Under the 1914 rules a forward 
pass out of bounds, whether touched 
by a player or not, gave the ball to 
opponents at the point where it 
crossed the line. Because of the 
greater acouracy of a throw it was 
frequently resorted to on the fourth 
down in plate of the punt in order to 
force the opposing team to open its 


attack close to the side lines. Under 
the new ruling forward passes out 
of bounds, except on the fourth down, 
shall be considered incompleted. 


Subs Must Report to Official. 

The change in the resubstitution 
rule was made to prevent the re- 
turn of a number of players to the 
game in the final period. Heretofore

According to the plans of the Used 
Car Committee of the St. Louis Aute- 
mobile Manufacturers and Dealers’ As- 
sociation, an official appraiser is to be 
appointed whe will set a maximum val- 
uation on used cars which are offered 
in trade on new cars to the dealers in 
St. Louls, This committee, appointed 
at the meeting ef the association, Jan. 
14, is composed of H. B. Krenning, 
president of the Dorris Motor Car Co.; 
H. F.*Fahrenkrog of the Kardell Motor 
Car Co., Milton B. Strauss of the Hlec- 
tric Garage and Service Co, John H.

The details of the plan as formulated 
by the committee will be mailed to the 
members of the association by Secre- 
tary Fisher, and at a meeting to be 
Called later a formal vote on its adop- 
tion will be taken.

Section 14 authorizes the Superintend- 
ent of Insurance, upon written com- 
plaint or on his own motion, to investi- 
gate the necessity for reduction of 
ratea, but he is not permitted to order 
a reduction of rates unless it appears 
that the aggregate earnings of the stock 
that the aggregate earnings of the stock, 
fire insurance, companies for the five 
preceding years shows that there has 
been aggregate profit in excess of what 
fs reasonable. 

Powers Are Uncertain. 

“In the first place, taking this section 
in eomnection with the preceding sec- 
tlena, since there is no provision made 
for the requirement of information con- 
cerning premiums and losses on the dif- 
ferent classes of property from the 
time prior to the adoption of this bill, 
it is doubtful whether he would have 
power to. discover unduly profitable 
classes, or order reductions therein un- 
til the perfod of five years after the 
\adeption of the law. 

But, mere impertant, this plan 
would leave it entirely open so that the 
companies, either by the increase of 
their expenses or by permitting the in- 
surance of more hazardous risks, could 
increase the expenses and losses, so 
that [t could be made absolutely im- 
possible to ever show an undue profit, 
no difference how high the premium 
rates might be. The sum total of this 
and preceding sections would be that it 
would be extremely doubtful whether 
even a fearless and incorruptible insur- 
ance superintendent could, even if he 
wished, compel the companies to re- 
@uce their rates; while it is certain 
that a superintendent of insurancé in 
sympathy with the ‘combine’ could find 
ample excuses for refusing to do any- 
thing to relieve policyholders, no mat- 
ter how indefensible the extortion might 
be which was practiced upon them. 

Wenuld Serve as Excuse. 


“A further excuse is provided by say- 
ing that the Superintendent of Insurance 
must take into consideration conflagra- 
tion liability, both within and without 


ithe State. It is possible that there 


should be some account taken of confla- 
gration lability within the State, but 
it is wholly improper to borrow trouble 
by considering the conflagration lia- 
bility outside of the State. As it stands, 
this conflagration clause could be used

“But the most important corsideration 
in this connection is the omission of any 
provision regulating the canceling of pol- 
icles or compelling ingurance companies 
to furnish insurance to all applicants at 
the regular rate, unless excused there- 
from for gead cause by the Insurance 
Department or other authority. Without 
some such provision, if any person made 
& complaint of excessive rates, the com- 
panies could immediately penalize him 
by canceling his policy, and thus he 
would be left without eny insurance 
whatever, particularly remembering that 
all of the companies belong to a ‘com- 
bine.’ 

Would Block Rate Reduction. 

“If one company would refuse, of 
course all would refuse. With this 
threat hanging over the heads of prop- 
erty owners, the companies would be 
able to prevent the filing of any com- 
plaints or any movement to reduce 
rates, whatever. 

“In fact the omissions in this report 
are as significant as the positive pro- 
visions, Another of these is the failure 
to provide any effective way to pre- 
vent over-insurance, such as requiring 
@ written application containing a de- 
ecription and an itemized valuation of 
the property, countersigned and ap- 
proved by the local agent over his sig- 
nature that he has inspected the prop- 
erty and that the values given are rea- 
sonable, 


“Another omission is failuré to pro- 
vide for an insurance commission. The 
“combine” has been very successful in 
capturing and controlling single super- 
intendents or commissioners, but usual- 
ly have failed when they had a com- 
mission to deai with, particularly if it 
is provided, as should be done, that 
the members thereof should not all be- 
long to one political party. 


“There also is failure to require a 
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standard policy form or to prohibit m1 
surance for a greater sum than, say, % 
or 9 per cent of the cakh market value 
of the property; to prohibit the opera- 
tion of underwriters’ departments or 
agencies; or provision for collecting and 


disseminating information regarding in- | 


struction in fire prevention, etc. 


Legalizes Combination. 

“Another notable omission is that this 
law does not provide that there must 
be placed im each policy an analysis or 
itemization of the different factors or 
charges which go to make up the com- 
plete charge on the property, so that 
the insured would be able to see what 
reduction in rates he could get by re- 
meving or improving the different haz- 
ards which go to make up the total 
rate on his property. 

“This bill, in effect, legalizes a com- 
bination and monopoly regarding insur- 
ance rates, ag well as probably repeal- 
ing the general ‘anti-trust’ laws of the 
State of Missouri. 

“It is absolutely impossible to permit 
different companies to have rates made 
by a common rating or actuarial bu- 
reau and prevent an agreement or un- 
derstanding to maintain rates or at 
least the existence of the fact that the 
companies will charge the bureau rates 
which will accomplish the same purpose 
of a combination to fix and maintain 
rates.’

HOTEL IS PLANNED 


Parkway Property Purchased 
but Building Preparation 
Will Await Settlement of 
City pnptoreminnt Ques- 
tion.

Compared with that -of 114, the 
realty and building aspect for ,1915 
in St. Louls shows marked improve- 
ment. As the year advayges new 
building projects of magnitude re- 


veal themselves, while faith in 
realty in the city and suburbs is 
weekly being exemplified by whole- 
\some investments. 

With the advent of February there 
have materialized several important 
deals, including the sale of high-class 
husiness property on Manchester av- 
enue, and of ground .on Market 
street for a large hotel improvement. 

Plans also have been disclosed 
for the erection on Fourth street and 
Lucas avenue of a skyscraper hotel, 
of which John E. Storm, a real estate 
man, is the promoter, and which is 
(to be conducted purely as a philan- 
'thropic enterprise. 

The St. Louis Independent Packing Co., 
according to reliable information, has 
completed negotiations for the pur- 
chase of seven and one-half acres of 
ground lying along Manchester avenue 
ané the Wabash and Missouri Pacific 
tracks, just east of Vandeventer avenue, 
The price paid is said to be $236,000 or 
approximately $3333.83 an acre. 

Eapansion of Plant Projected. 

The tract, which was owned by the 
Tamm Bros.’ Glue Co., has been pur- 
chased subject to a first deed of 
trust for $130,000, and a second for 
$80,000, the total incumbrance being 
$160,000. The property, according 
to an advertisement published in 
the St. Louis Daily Record, would 
have been foreclosed Friday on 
the St. Louis Real Estate Exchange 
under the second deed of trust, 
in which Harold F. Hecker is 
trustee, and which, it is presumed, 
will be paid off with the completion 
of the purchase. 

As yet no arrangements have been 
made for satisfying the first deed of 
trust in which H. A. Haeusler and 
H. H. Haeusler, attorneys, are desig- 
nated as trustees. 

The tract will be used for the expan- 
sion of the company, whose plant and 
general offices are located in this 
district. The sale was initiated by 
Niemann & Weber and is being closed 
through attorneys for the contract- 
ing parties. Owing to its superb ship- 
ping facilities, the land is regarded as 
the most valuable tract of large area 
within the city limits. 

The Independent Packing Co. several 
years ago acquired a le@se of a right of 
way through the tract which would have 
been automatically revoked with the sale 
of the holdings under the provisions of 
the deeds of trust. 

Plans Popular Price Hotel. 

William Pesch, a cifent of Frank W. 
Schramm & Co., who recently purchased 
7ix86 feet on the north side of Market 
street, 45 feet east of Thirteenth street, 
has plans for a big popular price hotel, 
it Was announced yesterday. The pro- 
ject, however, will be in abeyance until 
it is known definitely whether or not the 
proposed central parkway is to be con- 
structed. 

A hotel of ten or twelve stories is con- 
templated, with a room and a bath for a 
dollar a night. The site is opposite the 
city hall and just west of the Twelfth 
street site purchased by the Busches 
for the proposed Adolphus Hotel, a 21- 
story project, whose fate will also be de- 
cided by the parkway project.

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CANDIDATE HAS A 
RAWAY PLANK 


John A. Watkins Devises Plan 
for the Appraisment of Land 
to Be Condemned. 


John W. Watkins, an aspirant for the 
presidency of the St. Louis Real Estate 
Exchange, has added another plank to 
his platform, which, with his’ segrega- 
tion bill, runs the gamut of the wants 
of both the agents and the property own- 
ers. The plank has to do with the ap- 
praisement of the land to be absorbed 
by the proposed central traffic parkway. 
It is outlined in a letter to the Post- 
Dispatch as follows: 

“There seems to be much diversity 
of opinion as to the value of the 
property to be condemned for the 
Parkway. It seems to me that a 
committee to be appointed by the 
Real Estate Exchange could give a 
preliminary approximate appraise- 
ment of the property to be taken. 
This appraisement would in no wise 
be binding on the owners nor would 
it in. any manner prejudice? the ap- 
praisors that are to be appointed by 
the court, but would serve as a guide 
te the better discussion of the merits 
and demerits of the proposition as a 
whole. And if I am elected president 
of the Exchange, and Mayor Kiel 
will request it, I will appoint 4 com- 
mittee for that purpose. This com- 
mittee to make no charge. Their 
services being a civic gift. 

A Suggested Plan. 

The Chicago Plan Commission re- 
cently called upon the Real Estate 
Board of Chicago to give the United 
States Government the value on five 
blocks of ground, one of which the 
Government desired to purchase for 
a post office. The valuation commit- 
tee gave the services free, and ap- 
praised the property at $9,521,919.00. 

It might also be a good idea for 
the City of St. Louis to condemn and 
purchase two blocks of ground ly- 
ing between Eighteenth and Twen- 
tieth street, on the north side ,of 
Chestnut, facing the Parkway, 
which would be in front of the sta- 
tion. Then resell it for double what 
they pay for it, and restricted for 
beautiful first-class buildings, four 
or five stories high, which would 
look well from the station. I counted 
15 hotel buildings that are now in 
the Parkway which will have to be 
wrecked, and will need new loca- 
tions. 

Opponents Platform Later. 

Charles Z. Trembly, vice-president of 
the exchange, is Watkins’ rival for the 
presidency. He is supported by the oth- 
er members of the fraternity. 

As the election will not occur until 
April, he is studying the needs of the 
realty and building interests before an- 
nouncing his platform.

SAID last week that the first rea- 
son I had changed about and was 
getting good-natured with the rich 
was that I didn’t see why I should 
change myself all through for the rich— 
and put in new works to suit them. I 
wasn’t intended by nature to be an ill- 
natured person and it seems to me it 
would be allowing the rich too many lib- 
erties with me—just because they have 
too much money—to turn me in spite of 
myself into a mere grouchy poet or sour 
idealist. I have other plans. 

But I promised a second reason in my letter of this week. 

I am good-natured with the rich because they cannot scare me. They 
have done their worst. I am no longer afraid of rich men today and of 
what they are going to be able. to do in the world. As long as I was 
scared I was horrid. I admit this. But the first minute I began to see 
what I am seeing now with overwhelming clearness and matter-of-factness 
—namely, how much our common laboring men in America can be be- 
lieved in and how much they can be trusted—I stopped being afraid of 
employers. 

When I get to thinking, as I do nearly every day, of the things that 
American laboring men are already doing, of the things that they are 
bound to do to rich people, I am no longer afraid. The rich will be help- 
less in our hands a few years from now. 

They are going to be obliged anyway to do what we tell them we 
want them to do and what we are doing, and they are going

everybody is waking up and everybody is seeing—even the rich—that if 
a thing gets done in this world, it gets done by scientific methods and by 
scientific men and by men who think of things, the men who make things 
—the inventors—are crowding the men who hold things—the bankers— 
out of the right to say yes and the right to say no. 

It is becoming an inventors’ world. 

This is a revolutionary fact. We must not be afraid of inventors the 
way we have learned to be afraid of bankers. 

The moment it’s an inventor’s world it is going to be a good world. 
The big inventors are automatically unselfish. The long man cannot be 
separated from his long stride. Big motives and big ideas go together. 

A man who thinks of something so big that it’s for ninety million 
people, is not going to hgve time to bother and putter away on one man 
like himself—on one ninety-millionth of his job. The inventing tempera- 
ment makes almost a self-indulgence of serving others. 

If men who think begin running this business world everything will 
be turned upside down. The men who think will hire all the other men 
who think to help them. All of the superior creative minds that are held 
under in a holding-on or banker’s world will be placed in power in a 
thinking-up or inventor’s world. 

In this way all our sadly earned notions about the poor and about the 
rich are going to be out of date. . Everything that works in a holding-on 
world will stop working in a thinking-up world. 

I am not seared about the rich because I trust inventors to manage 
them and keep them in their place. I am-goodnatured because I see or 
think I see that by an implacable crowd-process the rich men that the 

crowd can’t use and who can’t do teamwork with the crowd 


to be obliged to help us do it. Their only chance, really, 
now, is to learn how to do teamwork with us. Since I have 
seen this idea and have seen how it is practically working 
out every day among the rich and among the poor about me, 
I have been able to afford to enjoy the personal luxury of 
keeping my temper. . | 
Not that I don’t ever lose it. God save me from not know- 
ing enough to get mad—to get ugly with the rich at times— 
but I am more interested now every year in being good-na- 
tured, in being practical and cool with the rich, in getting 
what I want instead of merely getting my emotions about it. - 
There are two facts that are being forced more and 


and serve and express the crowd and the nation, are being 
ousted, and their positions taken by those who can; by men 
who use private initiative for public ends, who invest in 
teamwork for a crowd. 

Major Higginson believes in letting rich men alone and 
letting them do things—and in private initiative. I believe 
in private initiative, too, but he thinks there must be injustice 
in private initiative anyway and in being kind. I don’t. 
My idea is that if Major Higginson will carry through his 
idea of private initiative and invention a little further he 
will not need to fall back as he seems to do on a discouraged 
and slovenly virtue like kindness. 

We are already kind (God help us) and what we want 


more upon my mind every day as I contemplate the position = 


of the capitalists and of the great employers of this country. LEE 


The rieh in America are going to be saved, are going to be 

pulled out of the hole they are in now in their own behalf, and in behalf 
of all of us, by two classes of persons, the two most important classes of 
persons we have in America—by laboring men and by inventors. The inven- 
tors may be called the great men or heroes of the labor world. They labor 
with their minds for the freedom of all of us and for the freedom of all 
who labor with their hands. = 

What’s the matter with the world now is and what has been the matter 
with it for the last fifty years is largely that the best men in business have 
not been allowed te be (except here and there) in the best places. The 
men who hold en to money have been in the best places. It has been a 
bankers’ world. If a great man or an inventor wanted anything—he had 
to ask a banker if he could have it. Im the last twenty years it has been 
slowly turning around and now er almost now, if bankers want anything 
—even if what they want is merely to hold on to their money—they have 
to ask some inventor if he won’t please help them. The men whe hold on to 
things today are being ousted by the men who think of things. 

It is because I believe that the best men—the inventors—are not in 
the best places, and are now setting up at last inventions for getting them- 
selves into those places, that I am an optimist. A large part ef being an 
inventor is position. An inventor may be said to be a man with a decimal 
point in his brains. The figures are all there stored up in him, say 1,000, 
000; and when we let him work through to a position or give him office, 
the .1000000 or one-tenth of a cent man counts suddenly (all those zeros 


and things) as 1,000,000.00 or a million dollar man. 
The inventors are getting the positions. In these scientific days when 
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their faces—the show-windows of their

from millionaire unions and labor unions to let our men who 
think of things find a premium instead of a penalty being put on them 
for doing it. When we have accumulated enough competitively selected, 
labor-fostered, and capital-fostered brains and initiative, we will soon 
have our inventors inventing for us social machines for working kindness 
through into justice. 

We face a new era. In an inventor’s age we ask of rich and of poor 
alike: ‘‘What can you think oft’? We are tired in this world, every 
time we see an idea near by, of this old eternal running and teasing for 
money.

The author, it will be remembered, was formerly an 
actress of no slight standing. She played leading roles 
with her uncle and with Beerbohm Tree and has 
starred both in England and in the United States. 
After her marriage and her withdrawal from the 
stage she ahs lectured in this country on feminism, 
poetry, politics and the drama. 


“In America,” she says, 
“the segregation of the 
sexes after marriage apD- 
pears to foreigners one of 
the most singular and un- 
fortunate developments of 
social life. It is breaking 
down before the encroach- 
ing popularity of games 
and country clubs, and it 
has never been more than 
partial in small towns, 
but in the cities it is al- 
most complete. 

“The American man is, materially speaking, the finest 
husband in the world, but he wrongs both himself and 
his wife in one particular. He gives his wife every- 
thing—except himself. The well-to-do American woman 
has innumerable varieties of ‘good times,’ but she does 
not have the comradeship of her mate. If the com- 
plete human being is made up of the union of a man 
and a woman, there must be singularly few human be- 
ings ranging the United States. After the honeymoon 
the typical American business mar gives his wife every 
luxury that he can afford, and some that he cannot, 
and then, secure in the consciousness of having per- 
formed his share of the bargain, appears to forget her 
in the real business of life, which is the getting of 
money for the fun of’ getting it. The continental view 
that the American man is the world’s supreme money 
lover is, I am convinced, entirely incorrect. He does 
not love money, for he has no knowledge what it can 
buy.

“There has been a great deal of cant about the small 
family of the American woman. There are instances, 
of course, particularly among the over-rich, but in the 
main I believe the accusation to be grossly exaggerated. 
The subject is difficult, but until we know much more 
about the results of climate, unnatural upbringing, idle- 
ness and lack of exercise upon the fertility. of women, 
we had best be lenient in our judements. Also, until 
we know more of the man’s share in these results, 

discretion is perhaps the 
better part of condemna- 
tion. In my own very wide 
acquaintance with women I 
most rarely meet one who 
does not desire children. 


“It may perhaps be the 
decadence of love brought 
about by the over-absorp- 
tion of men in business con- 
tributes in no small degree 
to the reduction of families. 
Normally, the more love 
there is between a couple, 


‘the more they desire the child which shall immortalize 


their:love. With most women—though not all—the con- 
ditions of love and maternity are so interwoven that 
where. one is decadent the other appears saerilegious. 
The great majority of women do not destre a child 
by a man they no longer love, and if the wife of a 
business man finds the flower of her love prone for 
lack of tending, can the blame of its withering fairly 
be laid upon her? 

“The American woman is proud and has a high stan- 
She is perhaps not wholly pitiful, 
but the young are never that, and she is the daughter 
of.a young bud. She demands much of marriage, and, 
when it fails her, is apt to forego it. Hence the high 
divorce rate. She does not compromise easily—again 
the quality of a youthful race. She is over-confident, 


perhaps, of her ability:to wrest the best from life, even 


at the cost of bruises. But what {is the net result of 
this refusal to accept the second best? What is the 
status of marriage in America? Unhesitatingly I say 
that nowhere is it held more highlv and nowhere does 
it better deserve to be so held.

The War and Polygamy

F this war stops tomorrow one man out of 
ten in the belligerent nations must in 
future be allowed to take a second wife 
—if every woman in those nations is to 
have a husband of some sort. If the war 
lasts six- months more, one man out of 
every eight must have the extra wife; 

and if the slaughter continues through next year, 
then every fifth woman must share a husband 
with another woman. 

Polygamy began in two ways. First, by power- 
ful men, such as Kings, forcibly taking more than 
one wife. But these were exceptional cases; for 
Kings are rare. Secondly, and mainly, polygamy 
came into gencral vogue among certain nations 
owing to the slaughter of men in war and the 
consequent preponderance of women. Europe is 
drifting to that condition in the twentieth cen- 
tury. 

What have the women of the belligerent nations 
to say to that? And what the women of America 
and other neutral nations? 

Consider conditions in Great Britain even be- 
fore the war. The number of her fighting men 
. is indeed less than that of Germany, Russia, 
France or Austria; yet, before the war, out of her 
total population of 45,000,000, the females out- 
numbered the males by 1,200,000. This was not 
due to any immediate cause, but to a steady growth 
in the past 40 years. The question of Woman’s 
Suffrage is but a result of this disparity, and will 
probably reach a crisis after the war. 

In every civilized country more male babies are 
born than female, but they die more quickly—es- 
pecially in the first few years of infancy. In 
Great Britain equality between the male and 
female babies is reached after the first or second 
year; and henceforth the preponderance of sur- 
viving females begins to pile up. 

Hence, subtracting the initial excess of male 
babies, we find that the deficit in males in com- 
parison with females, if reckoned only within the 


marriageable age, is increased to about 1,500,000. 
There are 6,000,000 males in Great Britain between 
the ages of 20 and 50, 7,500,000 females between the 
ages of 15 and 40. That is, four possible husbands 
for five possible wives. Thus every fourth man must 
be assigned a second wife—if all women are to be 
allowed the right to wifehood and motherhood, legitimately and 
The only alternative is to keep every fifth woman 
in eternal spinsterhood, and deny her the rights of nature. 

In individual localities the disparity, under even normal condi- 
tions, is still more startling. Cities and towns in Great Britain, 
unlike the United States of America, are sharply divided into

Now, consider the effect of the war. According 
to a recent statement of Mr. Lloyd-Geerge, 2,000,000 
men in Great Britain between the ages of 20 and 
50 are now under arms, that is, one-third of: the 
entire male population between those ages. No 
doubt British casualties so far have been small; 
about 150,000, of which actual deaths, as the re 
sult of battle, do not exceed , 30,000. 

But so far, the British forces, like the rest of 
the allies, have been mainly on the defense; so 
when they take the offensive in the near future, 
their loss’ of life will be proportionately greater. 
For the next four months on that basis the British 
loss in life might well be 50,000; and so on for 
successive periods. For an entire year the British 
deaths as the results of battle cannot be less than 
150,000, if actual fighting continues as heretofore. 
That is rather an under-estimate, as the fighting 
will be far fiercer if the Germans are to be driven 
inch by, inch out of the allies’ territory. The 
French actually lost as many in the four months of 
the Franco-German War, though their forces num: 
bered far less than what the British forces at the 
front will be before the war is over. 

This estimate includes only deaths as the direct 
result of battle. It does not include deaths from 
diseases and their after-effects. These are generally 
far in excess of deaths from wounds, especially in 
a prolonged war; and the longer the period, the 
greater does the disparity grow, owing to the in- 
evitable breakdown in sanitary arrangements, the 
surface contamination of the earth in the war zone, 
and overwork of the medical staff. In the Boer 
War the total British deaths from battle numbered 
5000; from disease, 21,000—or about four times as 
many. No doubt medical science has improved 
since then. But how much? Even if it reduces _ 
the loss by disease to half that scale, it will still 
be twice as much as that from battle. _ 

In this context the after effect of disease must 
be taken into account. Men who have actually 
and have 
returned to civil life, often succumb to other dis- 
eases in*a few years. Their. deaths also must be 
reckoned in the final account. : 

So, if the war be prolonged for another year— 
with Germany with her back to the wall on the 
banks of the Rhine—Great Britain must be pre- 
pared to count off half a million of her sons as her 
total cost in lives. Of these the bulk will be young 
men of 20 to 30, who will have to bear the brunt 
of the attack; hence, most of them unmarried at 
present—their future wives under normal condi- 
tions being the growing girls of 12 to 18 of today. 

Take that into account with the existing pre- 
ponderance of females of the marriageable age, and 
consider the plight of these girls one to ten years 
hence, when they are seeking husbands. Every 
fourth girl without the possibility of a husband, 
unless—polygamy. 

And if that be done in the greenwood, what shall 
it be in the dry? What of Germany, Russia, France, 
Austria, whose loss in actual deaths will be far 
greater? Germany’s entire manhood numbers 
8,000,000. Her casualties so far have been 1,200,000, 
of which the actual deaths from battle are 250,000. 
If these do not total 500,000 in another year, she 
will be fortunate. Add that to the loss by disease 
during the war and its after-effect in following 


years on a similar scale, and her ful] toll in lives may amount to 
1,600,000, or one-fifth of her entire manhood. 

And Germany is prepared to pay that price rather than yield; 
which is not so great a price as was paid by France under Napoleon. 
Napoleon used up 2,000,000 Frenchmen in his 20 years of warfare, 
though his armies—except the Grand Army of Russia, composed of 
several nations besides France—were puny in comparison with 
modern armies: and the population of France was only 17,000,000. 
In effect that amounted to the entire virile manhood of France, 
leaving it to the feeble to continue the race, so that in consequence 
the stature of Frenchmen was reduced by nearly two inches. 

In the present war France has yet to oust the invader from her 
soil, inch by inch, in which, being on the aggressive, her loss will 
be at least as great as that of the German forces opposed to her. 

So on that scale alone the total toll in French lives from battle the disease after 
another year may well amount to 700,000, or nearly one-sixth of her entire

OLORADO, second State in the Union 
to adopt woman suffrage, is the first 
to have the honor of elevating a wom- 
an to the position of “Assistant Gov- 
ernor.” The holder of this title, only 
a step lower in dignity than that of 

, Governor itself, is Mrs., Rose Carlson, 
young, pretty and efficient. 7 

Mrs. Carlson, as soon as her four little children 
recover from colds, is to establish herself during 
hours duly set in the gubernatorial offices at the 
Capitol in. Denver, and pass upon measures enacted 
by the Legislature. Those which she approves will 
become law. Those which she opposes will be vetoed. 

This is true because her husband says so. _ He 
happens to be George A. Carlson, Governor of Colo- 
rado. He has declared that in matters coming with- 
in her jurisdiction he will accept his wife’s judg- 
ment as final. Measures which she endorses he will 
sign. Those of which she disapproves he will veto. 

But someone may object that the statutes of 
Colorado make no provision for any such. office as 
that of “Assistant Governor.” Well, suppose they 
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don’t. That did not prevent Gov. Carlson from creat- - 


ing the title and nominating his wife to wear it 
and wield its prerogatives. She will draw no salary 
and will fill no official position. But she will have 
the substance, if not the shadow, of power. For her 
husband says he will accept her advice in legisla- 
tive matters as that of his most honest and most 
loyal friend. 

Her duty will be to exercise supreme supervision 
over all legislation pertaining to women and chil- 
dren. That this will be a large field is promised by 
the fact that women have the vote in Colorado and 
are keenly alert in behalf of their interests and 
those of their children. 

In announcing the appointment of Mrs. Carlson 
to the position of “Assistant Governor,” her husband 
explained: 

“My wife leaves a large part of the training of 
our boys to me, because she believes that I under- 
stand boy nature better than she. For the same 
reason I leave the rearing of the girls to.her. On 
the same principle, I believe her better fitted to look 
after the needs of women and children than I, a man. 
Both the feminine and masculine points of view are 
essential in conducting a household; so why not in 
conducting a State? I have made my wife a member 
of my administration so that through her it may 
gain the woman’s point of view.” 

Mrs. Carlson’s elevation has been received with 
general approval throughout Colorado. The women 
hail it as a recognition of their sex which has never 
before been granted. Women prominent in public 
life declare they would rather deal with Mrs. Carl- 
son than with her husband, because, as a woman, 
she has a more sympathetic comprehension of the 
needs of other women and their children. But there 
were a few protests, based on a fear that Mrs. Carl- 
son would “run” her husband. Such fears, however, 
she maintains are groundless. 

“My husband,” she said, “is a very strong-willed 
person when once his mind is made up. I shall 
have to give him a good reason before he signs or 
vetoes any bill upon my recommendation.” 


It is announced that Mrs. Carlson will be in daily | 


attendance at the Statehouse during regular hours, 
where she will meet the women who wish to dis- 
cuss any laws proposed. Since Carlson took office, 
his wife has been besieged by women with somé 
matter or other which they Wished to call to his 
attention. 

Mrs. Carlson was trained for the career of a 
teacher during the last two years she studied at the 
Colorado State Normal School, from which she was 
graduated. For a time she held the position of in- 
structor in physical culture in the public schools. 
She also had a brief experience, before her marriage, 
as a country schoolma’am. | 

When Carlson was Deputy District Attorney, and, 
later, District Attorney of Weld County, he handled 
many criminal cases. These he discussed with his 
wife and frequently asked her opinion. In this way 
she got an insight into many phases of life. Among 
-the cases they discussed there were many involving 
boys and girls, and she tried at that time to discover 
some way to handle problems of this character. 

“T think,” she says, explaining her views of her 
new duties, “that there should be some law or regu- 
lation holding parents personally responsible for 
the acts of their sons and daughters up to a certain 
age. Or, perhaps, there should be laws passed mak- 
ing the State the foster parent of wayward children 
without subjecting the boys and girls to the disgrace 
of a court trial or. the depressing influences of in- 
earceration in an institution conducted along the 
lines of a prison. “ 

“My heart goes out to the young girls of the 
world. In most cases you will find that they are 
not to blame for theif misfortunes.. Lack of proper 
training in childhood and environment have been 
blamed for this. Selfishness, expressed in the par- 
ents’ disregard of their obligations to their children 


and to society, is the basic cause. 
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P “In providing for the restraint and re- 
form of wayward girls as little humilia- 
tion as possible should be provided, for 
often a seemingly slight punishment will 
leave an everlasting scar on the girl’s 
memory.” | | 

Then Mrs. Carlson, speaking to a Post-

Sex, the Mexican savant explained, is the most universal 
fact in nature. It ranges from the lowest to the highest 
forms of life. In corn, with its male tassels producing pollen 
and its female silks, the phenomenon of sex has reached a 
high point of development. By espousing the hardiest and 
most stalwart of the two—in other words, by applying the 
principles of eugenics to corn culture—Dominguez, in his 
cereal matrimonial bureau, has obtained offspring which 
even one so hard to satisfy as himself admits is almost perfect. 
Men and women often complain with much justice because 
they did not have the choosing of their ancestors. Dominguez 
has an elaborate system—which, however, any farmer may 
easily follow—for creating the proper ancestors for the male 
and female corn which he mates to produce the finest indi- 
viduals possible to the species. He puts all candidates for 
the honor of being progenitors of super-corn through a merci- 
less process of the survival of the fittest, which only the 
most splendid types can outlive. 
To s‘art with the first generation, as Dominguez did and 
as most farmers would also have to do, there are chosen from 
the last crop those ears to use as seed which roughly to the 
eye seem healthiest and most vigorous. Seed testing is be- 
‘coming familiar to farmers in the United States, but they 
know 'ittle of the method by which Dominguez has carried 
put the process to minute detail 

‘Th. ordinary farmer who attempts to test his corn seed 
béfore planting it usually takes one kernel from each ear. 
’ Jf'that kernel sprouts satisfactorily, he uses the entire ear 
for seed.

to still another test, this one grain 
by grain. On one side of a kernel of 
corn is a little depression, called the 
while the second is “heart.” By laboratory experiments 
Dominguez found that’ the propertion 
of oil and protein in kernels with 
large, medium and small “hearts” is respectively 7.5, 4.7, 
2.1 and 13.8, 10.9-and 7.9. In other words, corn with large 
“hearts” would feed about three times as many hogs as 
corn with small “hearts.” So that from the two finest ears 
Dominguez selected only the grains with the largest “hearts” 
and discarded the rest. 

Ear No. 48 he chose as a “mothér” ear, because its rating 
was the highest, and ear No. 81 became a “father” ear. The 
kernels from the first «ar were planted in a “dam” row, and 
those from the other in a “sire” row. The seed was again 
planted three in a hill to enhance the fighting qualities 
of the plants. 

When the corn grew up it was, like all other corn, her- 
maphroditic, bearing upon one stalk the male stamens and 
the female pistils. Dominguez was daring enough to un- 
€ertake to give to each stalk a distinctive sex. From all 
the stalks in the first row he removed the stamens, or 
tassels, so that the entire row was female. From the first 
stalk in the second row he removed the tassels and from 
the second stalk the pistils, or silks, making the entire row 
consist of alternative female and male plants. 

This operation not only did not injure the plants, it 
proved, but doubled the sex power of each. All of the 
strength of those stalks from which the tassels were removed 
went into its silks, and all the vigor of those denuded of 
their silks went into the tassels.

By hanging seed corn so that every ear was ventilated, Dominguez increased cruelty of nature. Bees 


weakly sprouts, the whole ear is discarded and fed to 
stock.. . 

Having planted this selected seed, one acre is set aside 
for the production of elite ancestors of future generations. Two or three months 
after planting, when the corn is about shoulder high, Dominguez goes through 
the entire acre and ruthlessly pulls up by the roots all weakly: and stunted plants. 
This is to prevent them from reproducing, from inflicting their own weakness and 
degeneracy upon the offspring of healthy plants... 

When the corn has ripened a further method of elimination is employed. Ears 
for use as seed are taken only from those stalks which have grown and flourished 
three in a hfll. The reason for this is ingenious. Three stalks which have been 
able to prosper in one hill must have learned to become fighters, says Dominguez. 
They could not have lived had they not been stalwart enough to war. valiantly with 
‘one another for the food supplies in the earth and air. They have acquired an 
aggressiveness and courage, like well-trained soldiers, of which stalks growing 


Of these warrior ears Dominguez. took 100 and numbered them. From each 
be took three rows of kernels. The grains from ear No. 1 he planted in row No. 1, 


his crops 25 per cent. among these aristocrats, some 

were a shade smaller, a trifle 
less hardy, than the best. These were plucked down in their prime and cast 
away. They were not quite fit to be the parents of “Uebermenschen” of the race 
of corn. 

The bridal day came, and Dominguez officiated with the reverence of a high 
priest of nature, clad though he was in the rough garb of a farmer. From the 
tallest, strongest and most aggressive of the male plants he cut the tassels, already 
dry and ready to burst with the richness of lifecreating pollen they contained. 
Solemnly he shook down their fertile dust over the flowing silks of the “mother” 
plants. Thus was celebrated the “marriage of the corn.” | 

The offspring proved to be not only of patrician but almost royal rank. Some of 
the ears of-corn which were produced by eugenic mating were valued as seed corn 
at as high as $100 each. In five generations of breeding ordinary corn had’ been 
raised to a nobility in which one ear was as valuable as the yield of four acres 
of its great-great-grandparents.

figures have, just been issued by the 
French War Office. In six weeks of fight- 
ing between October and November near- 
ly half a million French were wounded, 
the vast majority of whom recovered and 
returned to the front. But the second 
time a man is wounded the chance of his 
recovery is less: and, as owing to the 
shortage of population French soldiers 
will return again and again to the battle- 
line after recovery, it follows that only 
2 decreasing percentage of the wounded 
will finally survive. 

The figures for Austria and Russia are 
not available, but as the battles in which 
their forces have been engaged are still 
more sanguinary—and, above all, as their 
medical equipment and sanitary arrange 
ments are far inferior—their final loss 
will be at least as great. 

All the above estimates are probably 
below the actual mark. The London 
Daily News, a very careful journal, gives 
the total loss of life as the result of 
action alone up to the middle of Decem- 
ber as exceeding a million—that is, for 
more than four months of actual fighting. 
On that scale the human mind stands 
appalled at the probable total loss from 
all causes at the end of a year. 

When peace finally comes, and the 
period of adjustment begins, the present 
belligerents will seek: to build -up their 
nation and increase its men as quickly 
as possible. Will they then. allow one- 
‘fifth of their women to. stand aloof from 
their task of nation-building and be de- 
prived of motherhood? Or will they do 
as every nation has done in the past? 
If not, what solution can they find? 

Polygamy in the ancient world was 
of two kinds: scientific and unscientific. 
In the second method mere wealth was the 


essential condition for a plurality of, 


wives: any rich man was allowed to have 
as many wives as he ‘could support. Such 
a system a modern Furopean nation will 
never permit; for cne thing, it might lead 
to degeneracy, or at least produce an in- 
ferior race.

Such a method likewise no modern Eu- 
ropean nation will sanction. 

But there remains another—Kulinism.,. 
which combines perfect heredity with 
individual. excellence, physical, intel- 
lectual and moral. A scientific method, 
anticipating all the essential theories of 
modern Eugenics, and actually put into 
practice for the past 1100 years by the, 
Kulin. Brahmins of India—that is, the 
Brahmins of the purest stock—who have 
had a plurality_of wives from among 
superfluons women. The success of ‘the 
practice is amply testified by the fact 
that a large percentage of the intellectual 
men in India today are the descendants 
of these Kulins. 

Here was a deliberate scheme to solve 
a national problem and at the same time 
produce a specific result—intellectualy. 
Had the result aimed at been strength, 
covrage or endurance the plurality of 
wives might have instead been allotted 
to the Knlins among the warrior no- 
bility. ~ 

In Europe the method may have to be 
altered—that is, State selection to re- 
place caste selection. The one man out 
of five.who is allowed to: have the extra 
wife must be passed by the State as a 
perfect man, physically, mentally, mor- 
ally and in heredity. If one man out of 
five be not so perfect then it would be 
better for the State to allow instead one 
man. out of ten, if perfect, to have two 
extra wives; and so on.

But 
that_is the price of war. And anyhow 
it is better for the fifth woman te own

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Albert Bond Lambert believes 
results show United States is 
wholly unprepared to compete 
with leading foreign powers in 
airships, Which, he declares, con- 
trol the balance of power in

LBERT BOND LAMBERT, St. Louis mil- 


lionaire, zealous promoter of aviation 
in all its branches, on which he is an 
authority; organizer, by authorization 
of the United States Navy Department, 
of the American Aeronautic Reserve 
Corps, has studied the lessons of the 
European war on his favorite subject, until he has 
reached some conclusions that will not only be of great 
interest to the American public, but will explain the mil- 
itary importance of the German raids by air and sea on 


the English coast which have been generally classed in 


this country as acts of wanton destruction. 

In an interview with a Post-Dispatch reporter, Lam- 
bert declared that analysis of the development of avia- 
tion, as revealed thus far by the war, will answer many 
questions which are puzzling the amateur strategists. 

In his opinion, aviation has done more to change 
the complexion of warfare than 42-centimeter guns or 
Creusot rapid-firers. He goes even further than that 
by predicting that the final issue of the conflict will 
be decided in the air. His studies have convinced him 
that all that has happened until now, conclusively as 
it has proved the military usefulness of the airship, 
only paved the way for the actual part aviation is to 
play in the struggle—that it has been merely the set- 
ting of the stage for the great drama soon to be acted. 


As early as a fortnight after the beginning of hostili- 


ties Lambert predicted that Great Britain would never 


be able to maintain an iron blockade of the German 
coast, but that Germany would break it by an overhead 
attack, agaiust which there could be no defense. His 
statement was copied widely and was reprinted in the 
English press. It aroused a storm of protest. Editorial 
writers in London papers declared Lambert was wholly 
mistaken and that such a cordon of warships would be 
drawn around Germany that a canoe could scarcely 
get through unharmed. 

Tragic events have proved that the editorial writers 
were mistaken and Lambert was right. The blockade 
has been pierced and British warships have gone to 
the bottom. The people of the entire coast line of 
the tight little isle are in momentary apprehension of 
attack either from the water or from the air. At any 
moment a tremendous battle in the clouds may demon- 
strate forever that Lambert was a masculine Cassandra, 
whose prophecies were true, however much they were 
ridiculed. 

It must not be imagined that the St. Lowisan is 
gloating over the fulfillment of his predictions. On the 
coautrary he finds in it only the direst misgivings for 
his own native land. He finds consternation in the 
apathy of the United States to the importance of mili- 
tary aviation and confesses gloomy forebodings of a day 
when we shall have to pay a fearful price in blood and 
tears and treasure for our heedlessness of today. 

The celebrated efficiency of the German war machine 
was never better exemplified, according to Lambert, than 
in the department of aeronautics. Before the war 
France, was thought t6@ead the world in the perfection 
of air machines. Its aviators, in their light, swift ma- 
chines, snatched all the laurels in spectacular flight. 
The slow, methodical, plodding 


ders, France, East Prussia, Poland and Galicia. The air 
scouts of either side are able to discover formidable 
amassing of the enemy’s forces, so that a counter mobili- 
zation can be made, and it is virtually impossible for 
one force long to maintain a numerical advantage.

battle, the German warships are lying quietly in port, 
saving coal for the day of necessity. Even though the 
blockade does prevent great shipments of fuel into Ger- 
many, it compels a compensating consumption on the 
part of the blackaders. 7 

It must be remembered, also, that powerful baitie- 
ships soon feel the terrific strain of locomotion. The 
best ships in the United States navy, after a three- 
months’ cruise and target practice, must put into dock 
to have their hulls scraped and repainted, to have their 
machinery gone over and tuned up ahd to have their 
big guns replaced or overhauled. A dreadnought can- 
not keep going for many months without impairing its 
efficiency, and particularly its speed. Speed, in naval! 
battles, is almost, if not quite, as important as big 


guns. 

These considerations explain to Lambert the German 
air raids on Britain. Their primary purpose is not to 
destroy life and property, but to keep things in a state 
of turmoil, as -well as to afford practice in flying and 
marksmanship against the dey of battle. If Germany 
wished to do so, her airships could burn up London, 
Lambert says, at any designated time, and British air 
ships similarly could destroy Hamburg or even Berlin 
Either nation knows, bowever, that such an action 
would alienate sympathy and respect in the whole civ- 
ilized world, withcut contributing materially to direct 
victory in the war. 

Before the war it was believed that a fast aeroplane 
could take care of any dirigible balloon, but Lambert 
believes 10 aeroplanes would not be effective agaimst a 
powerful dirigible, particularly if it is convoyed, as is 
usually the case, by friendly aeroplanes. The whole 
some respéct the Zeppelins have inspired for themselves 
is accountable, according to Lambert, for the loose lines 
of the blockade through which the Germans slipped on 
their memorable attack upon Hartlepool and adjacent 
cities. 

He says also that if the German fleet off the coast of 
South America bad been equipped with two or three 
acroplanes it never would have been destroyed by the 

British. Its scouts would have

powerful battleship, but what 
they have done, the St. Louisan 
believes will not be comparable 
to the achievements of the mas 
sive dirigible when it really gets 
going. 

That the dirigible has the 
greatest potentialities for offen- 
sive warfare is already being 
demonstrated. Their raid on the 
English coast towns was nothing 
more, according to one hypothe 
sis, than a sort of target practice 
or range-finding test. Lambert 
believes the day is not far off 
when the dirigible and the iron- 
clad will be engaged in a death 
struggle, with the advantage not 
so overwhelmingly with the war- 
ship as has been assumed. 

He points out that the diri- 
gible can carry great, explosive 
bembs, as large as the shells fired

But the Zeppelins are playing 
another important, although somewhat overlooked part. 
As has been said, they and the submarines are keeping 
the blockading ships continually om the move at a 
relatively fast pace. This movement means an enor 
mous additional consumption of coal. Lambert declares 
that every rumor of Zeppelin activity means to the 
British a great increase in the daily consumption of 
coal. Furthermore, London alone is kept burning up 
1000 tons of coal a day to keep going the searchlights 
which nightly sweep the sky looking for hostile aircraft. 

Thus, whiJe the British fleet is hourly consuming al- 


form his reserve corps. The corps 
now contains 59 licensed, experienced pilots, who h-«- 
agreed to serve in the event of war. If we had to 
fight against any first-class Power we would need, he 
estimates, 300 officers and 3000 men in the aviation 
corps. There are not enough aeroplanes fit for mili- 
tary service in the entire country to furnish machines 
for the 59 reservists. To bring us up to anything like 
European standards would require $5,000,000 annually 
for several years to come. 

As for dirigibles, it will be a long time before the 
United States can be ready to build them. What we 
will bave to do first is to get enough aeroplanes for 
coast-defense work and for the navy. Every battleship 
ought to have at least one aeroplane and every divi- 
sion of four battleships ought to have an auxiliary un- 
armored cruiser as the parent ship of many aeroplanes. 

The planes should be three in kind. There should 
be light, fast fliers for reconnaisance and observation. 
There should be heavier, gun-fitted aeroplanes for de. 
fense and large, bombcarrying ones for offensive 
operations. 

The American policy towards military aeroplanes is 
very short-sighted, Lambert asserts. We have spent 
millions in fortifying such ports as New York City 
and Old Point Comfort, which are wide open to attack 
from the air—attack that could not be averted except by 


‘aerial counter attack. 


The Navy League of the United States, has begun an 
active campaign to overcome the indifference of Con- 
gress and the general public to this situation. The 
league will entertain President Wilson when he visits 
San Francisco in March and Lambert will make a 
speech at that time. As the result of the league’s activ- 
ity, Congress two years ago appropriated $125,000 for 
the equipment of military aeroplanes, a mere pittance 
when compared with the sum of $45,000,000 set aside 
at that time for that purpose by the Governments cf 
Great Britain, France and Germany. The naval budget 
for this year contains an appropriation of $3,000,300. 

Lambert's reservists are solemnly pledged to report 
for service in the event of war.. Each keeps Lambert 
informed as to his whereabout, so that he can bs 
reached without delay. Each of the reservists, in the 
event of a call for war service, will reeeive a commis- 
sion as second lieutenant. He will be expected not only 
to perform active service in the air, but to train recruitg 
and build up the personnel of an effective corps.
